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1. Wismut A. G. Is a ÜSSR organlzatlon responslble for the proeurement 
and Processing of uranlum ore. The actlvltles of Wismut A. Q. are 
kept ln strlot seorecy, tut ln splte of thls, Its task Is rather well 
known to the people assoclated wlth QITSI MZ and the MVD. 1

Aaministratlon was prohably directly subordlnate to the MGBj It was 
located ln the central part of Moscow ln an unobtruslve bulldlng 
elose to the Yauza River. In mld-1951 Wismut A. Q. was subordl- 
nated to GÜSIB1Z and Its Main Administration was transferred to the 
OUSIMZ buildtog opposlte the Kursk Rallroad Station ln Moscow. The 
■premlses of the GüSIMZ bulldlng into whlch Wismut A. G. moved had 
been oocupled by the Chief Dlrectorate of Correctlve Labor Csunps 
(Olaynoye upravlenlye Ispravotel 'no-trudovyml . lageryaml) of the 
MVD (housed ln thls bulldlng temporarlly) whlch had to vacate thelr 
Offices to Wismut A. G. 


2. In mld-1951, when the declslon was made to subordlnate Wismut A. G. 
to GUSIMZ, the Elghth Dlrectorate (Vos'moye upravlenlye GüSIMZa) 
of GUSIMZ was o rganlzed. Its responslbllltv was the admlnlatratlon

Eighth Dlrectorate replaced Wismut A. or assumed reap onai bin hl es 
assig ned to the Main Administration of Wismut in Moscow ^

GT was simllar to the relatlonship of the Second Dlrectorate of 
GUSIMZ and USIA, or of the First Dlrectorate and üSIGa i.e«, | | 

it appeared as the Moscow Office of a Sovlet Organization located 
abroad« Offices of the Eighth Dlrectorate were heavlly guarded by 
MVD sentries armed with submachine guns« A special policy of passes 
and Security checks was enforced with regard to employees and 
vlsltors of the Eighth Dlrectorate. It was dlfflcult to enter 
the GUSIMZ bulldlng in Moscow since the entire area was guarded 
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and passeB were rigorously checked; yet all thls was nothing 
POropared to the security regulatlons preserlbed for the Elghth 
Dlrectorate whose activitles were kept ln strlctest secrecy.

in tne Elghth Dlrectorate applied for Komsomol membershlp . The 
declslon had to be made at a meetlng of the Komsomol organlzatlon 
of QUSIMZ where the appllcant was requlred to descrlbe her bl- 
ography and answer all questlons asked by Komsomol members. 
However, ln thls partlcular case« as soon as one of the members 
requested that the glrl relate her blography, an unldentlfled 
Person slttlng ln the back of the meetlng room stood up and inter- 
i^pted the questlon by saylng, "It's all right comrades, the 
blography of thls appllcant is all right; there Is no need to 
dlseuss It . When someone asked the appllcant to state where she 
worked and the t^e of Job ehe was dolng, the same unldentlfled 
Person answered« The Elght Dlrectorate”. When the questlon con- 
cernlng the nat^ure of her work was repeated» the Inqulsltlve Kom- 
somol member recelved a scomful glance from the glrl's proteotor 
ln answer^ whlch made hlm blush because of hls tactlessness and 
unjustlfled cnsloslty. After that there was no further questloa- 
Ing and the glrl was aecepted unanlmously.

was one such department ln Qermany in Chemnitz. In 1951 the head 
of thls department was General Major MAL'TSEV. The name Wismut 
was never used ln conversatlon . ln Chemnitz thls organlzatlon was 
always referred toas "IWL'TSEV's Economy" (Khozyzystvo Mal'tseva).
